Briceville, Tenn., December 11.—Five,} ¢ 


men were taken out .alive from the 
Cross Mountain mine tonight after all 
hope of saving any of the 100 or more 
men entombed Ly the explosion last 
Saturday morning had been abandoned. 

All except one man were in good con- 
dition after sixty hours below the earth 
and the rescuers were so encouraged 
that they bent their energies anew and 
late tonight there were excellent pros- 
pects that more survivors would be 
reached before morning. ~ 

The men rescued were: 

William Henderson, aged 55; Milton 
Henderson, aged 22, his son; Irwin 
Smith, aged 35; Arthur Scott, aged 34, 
and Dore Irish, aged 30. 

All Reacued Men Married. 

All of the men are married. They 
1.ere found in left cross entty No. 19 
and had escaped death after the ex- 
plosion of Saturday morning by erect- 
ing a brattice cutting off the deadly 
after-damp. All were in good condition 
and will live. In fact the elder Hender- 
gs0n was so strong that he wanted to 
walk to his home. 

H,. A. Irish, aged 60, who was boss- 
ing the gang, was killed instantly by 
the explosion, and his body was found 
tonigTt badly burned. His son, Theo- 
dore, was the only other one of the 
gang's members accounted for who 
was injured. 

Two other members strayed 
and have not been located. 

“Bill” Henderson, the oldest of the 
rfcued men, came out of the mines 
smoking his pipe and resisted when 
efforts were made to carry him home 
on a stref®her. 

“Oh. let me walk,” he protested, bul 
without avail.

With 
out coats we fought back the after-

We had 
lights, our dinner and each of us had 
from a half to three-quarters of a gal- 
lon of coffee and water in our dinner 
pails. We remained in this room quiet- 
ly for several hours burning one light 
and taking turns at eating. Late Sat- 
urday evening Arthur Scott and Dore 
Irish left the room and attmpted to 
make their way back and reach the en- 
trance of the mine thrwuan the over 
pass. “hat was the last we saw of 
the. The néxt mornine we made vur 
way, the air having been purified by 
the fan into the entry and 
passed over into No. 18 en- 
deavoring to find the way out 
We ran into gas and were forced to 
xO back to room 2 in No. 19 where the 
air was pure. We remained there until 
discoverec tonight. We ate the last 
of our food about the Middle of Sunday 
afternoon, but still had some water left

Governor Grown  Oves Election

Campaign Manager for “Little

“Governor Brown is indebted to the 
people of Georgia for his nomination 
and not to the state committee,”’ de- 
clared J. R. Smith, campaign manager 
for “Little Joe,” in. a statement issued 
last night in answer to an interview 
given out by Reuben Arnold, relative 
to the meeting of the state executive 
committee today and the steps that it 
would take. 

Mr. Smith asserts that whatever the 
motive or intention of the committee 
might have been in fixing the rules for 
the primary that it certainly fixed no 
rule for the benefit of Joe Brown. “All 
that Governor Brown could do was to 
accept the rules, although undemo- 
cratic, as laid down by the state com- 
mittee,

Stale Association of Automobile 
Owners. s Formed 


Members Believe That Work- 


ing in Conjunction With the 


State and City Authorities, 
They Will Secure Just Laws 


Governing Traffic. 


Prominent automobile owners at a 
meeting held in the Transportation 
Club yesterday afternoon decided to 
form an organization, to be known as 
the “Association of Automobile Owners 
of the State of Georgia.”

Benefits of Organization. 

A number of speakers, including F. 
J. Merriam, Walter P. Andrews, Joseph 
Rhodes, George Fauss, R. L. Cooney, 
Edward Durant, M. L. Petty, 
Moore, Dr. Robin Adair and others, 
gave their views as to the different 
undertakings that could be made a 
part of the purpose of the organization 
which would effect incalculable benefit 
to the members of the association. 

It was the consensus of opinion that 
this body, working in conjunction with 
the state and city authorities, would 
be able to have adopted just and ac- 
ceptable laws and regulations govern- 
ing automobile traffic.

JUROR ESCAPES. 


And Its Probable Court tle 


Declare Mistrial 


eed 


Made Desperate by Sight of 
His Childresi, en; Juror Waldron 
Breaks From Jury Room and 
Flees—Some Think Waldron 
Has Committed Suicide. 


Kansas City, Mo., December 11.—A 
mistrial of the second hearing of Dr. 
B. Clarke Hyde, charged with killing 
Colonel Thomas H. Swope, appears 
probable tonight. 

Made desperate by the sight.of two 
of his chiléren, from whom he had been 
separated for six weeks, in the court- 
room last Saturday, Harry Waldron, 
one of the jurors, escaped from the 
jury’s hotel quarters early today. W hile 
a guard slept, Waldron pried open a 
nailed transom, crawled through the 
opening, tiptoed to a fire escape and 
leaped fifteen feet to freedom. The 
entire city police force and a dozen 
deputies from the county marshal’s 
office have searched in vain for him 
since his absence was noted near day- 
break. 

If Waldron is not found hy tomorrow 
night, the eleven remaining jurors will 
be discharged, Judge Porterfield said 
teday. Or if the missing man is found 
and he cannot prove that he has not 
discussed the case during his absence 
the same action will be taken. Should 
he return in good health and swear that 
he has talked of the trial to no one and 
the court is satisfied with his story the 
trial will proceed. 

Feared Missing Juror Is Dead. 

Fear that Waldron has killed him- 
self ia growing. He was in a highly 
agitated state when last seen on Sun- 
day night as, indeed, he had been al- 
most every day since he was chosen a 
juror. 

He objected to serving when he was 
first selected, saying his dairy inter- 
ests would not permit his aLsence. Lat- 
er he was taken ill and begged piteous- 
ly for his wife and children. After 
that his wife wrote him daily and he 
seemed better contented. 

Saturday his children went into the 
courtroom to see him. From his seat 
in the jury box he smiled and nodded. 
When court adjourned he grasped them 
in his armg and kissed and fondled 
them. Yesterday was Sunday and’ a 
dull day for the jury. Some of the 
jurors played games and other read. 


But Waldron sat alone, playing his old 


and battered violin. 

“Home, sweet, home,” was his favor- 
ite tune. He played it repeatedly. It 
was on his lips when he retired early 
this morning. 

Even if Waldron’s escape should re- 
sult in a mistrial, which would mean 2 
loss of thousands of dollars to the 
county, no severe punishment could be 
inflicted upon him. He is in contempt 
of court but the maximum penalty for 
this offense is but a fine of $50, or a 
ten days’ jail sentence. 

Probably Deranged by Worry. 

Scores of theories regarding the dis- 
appearance were offered, but the sug- 
gestion of suicide was most genefally 
accepted. Officers think worry about 
his family may have temporarily de- 
ranged him. 

Prosecutor Conkling issued a state- 
ment intimating. Waldron had been 
induced to escape. Attorneys for Dr.

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BOY CORN GROWERS OF SOUTH ~ 


GUESTS OF THE GOVERNMENT 


Washington, December 11.—Twenty- 
one boys from the southern states, 
who won prizes this year for raising 
banner crops of corn, arrived here to- 
Cay and will spend the rest of the 


week taking in the sights of the 
nationa) capital, one of the rewards of 
their efforts. 

Secretary of Agrieulture Wilson to- 

morrow will present each boy a di- 
. ploma in recognition of the good work 
rdone by them in the advancement of 
agricutlure. They also will be pre- 
senteg to President Taft. 

Agricultural department officials in 
charge of the farm demonstration 
work are highly pleased with the re- 
sult of this year’s work by the Boys’ 
Clubs. Both in quantity of corn raised 
and in cheapness of production it has 
been by far the best year since the 
idea was inaugurated three years ago. 
They point to the fact that six of the 
boys new here raised more than 200 
bushels on their acre of land, whereas 
last year this was.done by only one 
bey. The average production among 
the twenty-one boys is about 175 bush- 
els per acre. 

Bennie Beeson, 11 yéars old, of Mon- 
| tice?lo, Miss., who grew 227 and a 
1 fraction bushels on his acre at a cost 
| of 14 cents per bushel, is the leading 
prize winner, having come within a 


: 


bushel of the best previous record. In 
eheapness of cost, Junius Hill, of Ala- 
bama, comes first, his 212 bushels hav- 
ing been raiseg at an average cost of 
only 8% cents a bushel. a 

“The most get feature of 
this year’s corn work which has spread 
like wild fire throughout the entire 
south,’ said Professor Martin today, 
who will have charge of the boys dur- 
ing their stay here, “is the extreme- 
ly low cost of production shown by 
them, and we are much pleased with 
this, for one of the things on which 
Dr. Knapp, who started the movement, 
insisted, was that no efforts should be 
made to produce freak crops, no Mat- 
ter what the expense incurred might 
be, but that cost should be kept 
down. Therefore. in awarding the 
prizes cost counts equally with pro- 
duction in determining the prize win- 
ners. Quality also is rated and the 
boy’s general knowledge of corrett 
farming methods, as shown by a pa- 
per he is required to prepare.”

We really must save our contemporary from itself! Somebody 
is imposing upon it—for we are sure it would not intentionally mis- 
represent the facts of so important an event as the momination of 
Henry D. McDaniel as governor by the famous convention of 1883. 

Governor Alexander H. Stephens died March 4, 1883, President 
of the Senate Boynton succeeding him as acting governor. He 
called a state election within the 60-day limit. The state committee 
called a state convention to meet in Atlanta on April 16, 1883, to 
nominate a candidate to fill the unexpired Governor 


term of 


Stephens. 

The most prominent candidates before the people were Boyn- 
ton and Bacon. A year before the old two-thirds nominating rule 
had been abolished and the majority rule was substituted. After 
the counties had acted it was found that neither Bacon nor Boynton 
had a majority of the total vote of the delegates, though both of 
them were almost within reach of the nomination. Henry D. 
McDaniel had 32 votes to his credit out. of a total of 300 in the 
convention. They stuck with Spartan determination, and ballot 
after ballot ensued. After a desperate struggle in the convention, 
in which the, friends of both Bacon and Boynton fought for their 
candidate as long as there was hepe, Henry D. McDaniel ‘became 
the choice of the convention and the deadlock was broken; he was 
nominated, and two weeks later was elected governor to fill the 
unexpired term of Alexander H. Stephens. And Georgia never 
had a better governor! 7

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REUBEN, THE RINGMASTER! 


Hon. Reuben Arnold, of Atlanta, member of the state com- 
mittee, and generally sane on everything else except politics, is out 
in an elaborate defense of the committee. He pleads for its life, 
notwithstanding the fact that nobody is after it. He declares: 


The issues (or rather the lack of issues) in the late campaign were such 
az to preclude any such preposterous claim to a convention and a right to 


dictate a platform. ' 
Of course, the suggestion that the state committee call any 


kind of a deliberative convention in which the representatives of the 
people may gather for discussion of the public welfare is “prepos- 
terous” to Reuben, who was the ringmaster,of the aggregation that 
struck the heaviest blow that popular sovereignty in Georgia has re- 
ceived since reconstruction. Of course, Reuben thinks it “prepos- 
terous” that the people have a right “to dictate a platform.” 

Reuben still refuses to concede the fact that his committee was 
an issue in the recent campaign: If it was, he thinks that the rebuke 
administered was that of a set of numbskulls and visionary theo- 
rists who hold the insane view that the people have any rights that 
political tricksters should-respect. He says: 


At the utmost Governor Brown’s support is only 43,000 votes out of a total 
vote of about 110,000, while the votes of his two opponents were 67,000. Gov- 
ernor Brown, therefore, represents about 22,000 votes less than the majority 
of the votes cast in 1911, and about one-fifth of the votes cast in 1910. How 
absurd it is to say that a small faction like this ought to have the authority 
to call a party convention and proclaim a platform. And Governor Brown’s 
43,000 votes no doubt include the 17,000 bolters who voted for him as an inde- 
pendent candidate in 1910, and who ought in all fairness be cons'dered enemies 
of the democratic party. His 43,000 votes would thus be reduced to 26,000 
votes if his 17,000 bolters are “deducted from the total vote. When we thus 
see the kind of votes which in all probability nominated Governor Brown, is 
it any wonder that, this independent movement has been suggested? Governor 
Brown in all likelihood owes his small plurality to his loyal bolters of 1910. 


No doubt what Reuben really thinks the state should do, is to 
turn over the whole machinery of government to his committee, 
which has been caught in the act of* robbing the people. of their 
dearest right—their sovereignty. But Reuben has another think 
coming to him!

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NO SECTIONALISM IN GEORGIA. 


In an interesting communication, published elsewhere, a cor- 
respondent emphasizes the fact, as illustrated by The Constitution’s 
post-election map of Georgia, that the recent campaign exhibited 
an entire absence of sectional feeling throughout the state.

Hon. John B. Knox, of 
Ala., president of the late constitution- 
al convention of that state, upon be- 
ing asked for his views upon Mr. 
Taft's administration and the present 
business situation said, while in At- 
lanta: . ; 

“The thought uppermost in the mind 
of almost every one at this time is, 
‘What is the matter with business? 

“In my opinion, it is too much poli- 
tics,, Perhaps, too, the difficulty” js 
accentuated by too much legislation 
along wrong lines and too little legis- 
lation along right lines. 

“Business can, and will, adjust it- 
self to almost any conditions, pro- 
vided capital can be assured that these 
conditions will continue to prevail at 
least for some known period. Under 
any government in which the people 
have a voice there must, of necessity, 
be general elections.” 

“Under the English government they 
are supposed to have a general elec- 
tion about once in seven years. Under 
Our government we are supposed to 
have a general election once every 
four years. Even this is too often, 
and there are not a few who believe 
our president should be elected for 
six years and be ineligible for re- 
election. In Aiabama; under our’ new 
constitution, we have fixed the term 
of our governor for four years, and 
have made him ineligible for re-elec- 
tion. Not only have we made him in- 
eligible for re-election as governor; 
but we have made him ineligible as 
a can‘ciidate for the United States sen- 
ate during his term of office and for 
one year after his term of office ex- 
pires. 

Should Attend to Business. 

“A chief executive, whether state 
or national, in my opinion, should be 
required to consecrate his abilities to 
the service of the people and not de- 
vote his time to retain the office he 


frholds or to secure election to some 


other office. ‘ 

“Since Mr. Roosevelt’s induction into 
office we have been regaled with an 
almost continuous political ¢ampaign. 
The same is true with reference to 
Mr. Taft's administration. Under Mr. 
Taft we have enjoyed two extra ses- 
sions of congress and almost a year 
in advance the president has been on 
the stump campaigning for re-elec- 
tion, | 

“Everyone seems to be agajnst the 
trusts. lam not prepared to say that 
everyone ought to be against all ths 
trusts, when they represent organized 
capital to accomplish some useful pur- 
pose, but certainly, under modern con- 
ditions, tne politician seems to think 
it is the proper thing to be against 
the trusts. Mr. Taft is against the 
trusts. It is widely proclaimed by his 
supporters that he is against the 
trusts and on the side of the people, 
and they point with pride to the sensa- 
tional suits which have been instituted 
under the Sherman law for the dissolu- 
tion of the trusts. 

Suits Against the Trusts. 

“TIT am not acquainted with the facts 
in these cases, and | am not going to 
undertake to examine the merits of 
these suits. I will simply allude to 
the manner in which they have been 
handled, so far as it affects business 
and the general good of the country.

If you have ever 
seen a covey of birds flushed and know 
the means by which they get together 
again after the sense of alarm has 
passed, you have, no doubt, frequently 
heard Mr. Bob White whistling from 
one hill and Mrs. Bob White answer- 
ing from the adjoining hill. It is so 
with capital ang the great business in- 
terests of the country everywhere. 

Steel Trust Litigation. 

“After a still longer delay the third 
sensational suit is sprung upon tne 
country, and this is against the United 
Siates Stee) Corporation, which has 
valuable interests in my own state. 
and affects especially the growth, de- 
velopment and prosperity of Birming- 
ham, the largest city in our state, 

“I do not know the facts and I am 
not going to assume to examine into 
the merits of the same. I am simply 
commenting upon the time and manner 
of its institution, 

“This question was up in the Roose- 
velt administration, and if the suit be

These are conservative, not radicai, 
measures. ° But this should be done, 
and must be done, not in order to elect 
someone to office; not even, if you 
please, to give political advantage tu 
this or that political party, but be- 
cause the general good of the country 
requires it.’

Attempts at negro dialect stories 

must either succeed admirably or fail 
woefully. Between ,the two extremes 
there is no half way place; no station 
of pleasing mediocrity where one may 
halt with the consciousness of a mod- 
erately well performed task. Only by 
the stroke of genius and native gift 
can the work be so done as to make 
it at all worth while. These things 
lacking, then all is lacking. No 
amount of study, or effort at imitation 
suffices to take their place. The av- 
erage southerner, too, is an unerring 
judge of all literary journeys in the 
field of negro dialect. And a writer 
embarking upon such a venture knows 
this full well, and ought to Know be- 
sides that the direct challenge thus 
made to a highly competent forum of 
final judgment, will meet swift and 
merciless disposition. So true is this, 
and so remorselessly is the grain win- 
nowed from the chaff of dialect stories 
that of all the many and accomplished 
literateurs who have sought success in 
this line of work, the names of but two 
have survived as representing con- 
summate mastership of the art. Thomas 
Nelson Page is one, and Joel Chandler 
Harris the other. 

All of which moves us to the frank 
confession that it was with many mis- 
givings we recently opened “Bypaths 
In Dixie,” a newly published work— 
this because from lid to lid, the book 
is in negro dialect; and we had so 
often, so almost invariably experienced 
disappointment in reading similar at- 
tempts that we hoped.but for little 
better from this. Agreeable surprise, 
however, was in store. Mrs. Sarah 
Johnson Cocke, the author, has indeed 
succeeded admirably in her difficult 
task.

SECOND HEARING 


Jury ts Chosen and a Dozen 
Witnesses: Are Examined, 


No New Evidence Is Introduced 
by Prosecution, and the De- 
fendant, Charged With the 
Murder of His Bride, Is 
Hopeful of Acquittal. 


Americus, Ga. “December 11,—(Spe- 
cial.)+-This morning, for the second | 
time within tWwo months, Mort 5S. 
Childers faced a trial jury in the bat-| 
tle waged for his life or liberty upon 
the charge of murder. 

This time the case is heard in Amer- 
icus, where it was transferred from 
Lee county under change of venue, 
@nd results may differ from that at- 
tending the first trial at Leesburg in 
November, where a mistrial resulted 
at the conclusion of the third day. 

The case was called this morning 
before JudgeZ A. Littlejohn, who 
also presided at the first hearing. One 
hundred-and sixty talesmen were call- 
ed, and from these the trial jury.was 
secured before 2 o'clock this afternoon, 
many jurors being disqualified or be- 
ing stricken for cause. The court room 
was crowded to its capacity when 5So- 
General Williams made the 
presentation of the case to the jury. 

The defendant, Mort Childers, sur- 
rounded by half a dozen able attor- 
neys, was in excellent physical con- 
dition, considering the four months’ 
prison confinement, and is quite con- 
fident of acquittal this trial, as are 
his friends. 

Witnesses Examined. 

During the late afternoon and early 
night session, a.dozen witnesses for 
the state was examined, including 
Doctors Simpson and C. C. Ansley, and 
Druggist Christie, from Whom Childers 
purchased the bottle of sal hepatica 
from which his wife took the fatal 
dose of sal hepatica and strychnine, 
Mrs. J. F. Kennedy and her son, Rob- 
ert Kennedy, the young man likewise 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Chil- 
ders, but subsequently released. 

Mrs. G. W. Chance and Miss Ruth 
Chance, who occupied apartments in 
the hote] with Childers and his wife, 
were also examined this afternoon. 

The testimony cf each witness today 
Was practically the same ag adduced’ 
at the first trial in November, abso- 
lutely no new feature or evidence be- 
ing presented. It was simply a reci- 
tation of the first story told upon the 
witness stand at Leesburg and only 
by mere circumstance did any portion 
of it point to the possible guilt of the 
défendant. 


Miss Chance. Testifies. 

Miss Chance told again the story of 
being present in Mrs. Childers’ dining 
room and witnessing the taking of the 
medicine and also of seeing young 
Kennedy at the hallway door looking 
in at the same moment. 

Dr. W. A. Rembert, of Americus, 
testified again as to having’ sold Chila- 
ers strychnine previous to the deatn 
of his wife. The strychnine, thus pur- 
chased, however, was different from 
that found iin the woman's stomacn 
upon analysis. Childers, at the previ- 
ous trial, in making his statement, de- 
clared the strychnine purchased from 
Rembert was for the purpose of poi- 
soning a vicious dog. 

The state's counsel has not yet shown 
a probable motive actuating Childers! 
to poison his wife, with whom he lived 
in happiness and contentment, nor was 
this shown in the first trial of the case. 
No new evidence is in prospect so far 
as the public can ascertain. 

The case, in all probability, will be 
concluded Wednesday afternoon and a 
verdict is expected with little delay.

FATHER FROM STOCKADE 


Crying like a ‘baby, J. G. Tillerson, 
40 years old, dragged his 180 pounds 
of weight and six feet of stature before 
Judge Broyles yesterday afternoon and 
asked that his probation be extended 
once more for the benefit of his six 
motherless and destitute babies. He 
had been arrested Saturday night for 
a drunk. He was already under pro- 
bation for the same offense. 

“Judge,” he sobbed, “I know I’m 
under probation. I know I ought to 
do time in the stockade. I’ve sowed, 
and now it’s time to reap. But I do 
want some of you to take care of 
my babies.” 

At this juncture of the prisoner’s 
statement, the hustle and hum of the 
courtroom stopped, Although not a 
new scene, the sight of an able-bodied 
man in tears was sumewhat unusual 
in police court. When Tillerson 
brought the word “babies” into his 
recital of misfortunes, everybody in 
hearing distance lent him an ear. 

“My wife died a month ago. Just 
before her death, I had to give up my 
job so I could be at her bedside. I’m 
an iron worker, and my place was 
filled by another man. I had saved 


up a little money, but all this was 
taken for burial expenses, 

‘T had a small home out in the 
country, near Bolton. My six children 
ain’t old enough to provide for them- 
selves. That’s one reason I lived in 
the country. I didn’t want to bring 
them up in town. 

“I had to sell this home, Judge. I 
had to sell my cow too. I was out of 
work and money. I employed someone 
to stay with the children, while I came 
to town and hunted a job. Saturday 
night I was almost at my row’s end, 
I went to the Salvation Army head- 


quarters and secured a place to sleep. | 


“Afterwards, Your Honor, I did the 
wrong thing. I was almost crazy be- 
cause of my truobles. A friend offered 
adrink. I accepted. We took another, 
another, and I suppose another. But, 
Please, Judge, have someone care for 
my children.”

AUGUSTA GOES 
AVIATION MAD 


Army Officers at Uncle Sam’s 
School Do Thrilling 
Air Stunts. 


Augusta, Ga., December 11,—(Spe- 
cial.)—This city has gone aviation 
mad, For more than two weeks the 
United StateS’ army aviation camp has 
been located here and since Wednes- 
day of this week the air has been 
thick with flying machines, 

The camp is in charge of Captain 
C. D. Chandler, of the signal corps, 
himself an expert aviator. Then there 


are First Lieutenant Roy C. Kirtland, 
of the Fourteenth infantry; Lieuten- 
ant H. H. Arnold, of the’ Twenty-ninth 
infantry, and Lieutenant T. DeWitt 
Milling, of the Fifteenth cavalry. In 
a few days Captain Paul W. Beck, of 
the EKighteenth infantry, and Lieuten- 
ant F. M. Kennedy, of the Tenth in- 
fantry, will join the school. 

Lieutenant Kirtland traveled over 
the city Thursday at a height of 2,500 
feet, and Friday Lieutenant Arnold 
broke all records for this section by 
going up 4,500 feet and remaining in 
the air three-quarters of an hour, He 
is the man who captured the altitude 
prize at Belmont park. Lieutenant 
Milling, at the big Boston meet earlier 
in the year, captured the very vaiu- 
ble cross-country prize. 

The aviation camp, which,will stay 
in Augusta until the Ist of April, is lo- 
cated about a quarter of a mile east 
of the city on one of the big hay 
farms, and Augustans and visitors to 
the city flock there every day. About 
Uncle Sam’s airmen there is no fuss 
nor flurry, as with the aviators who 
fly for money, for they just take it 
as a matter of course, doing things in 
Augusta that other cities pay thou- 
sands of dollars to. see. There are 
four big bi-planes, two Wrights and 
two Curtiss’, but one of the latter is 
not yet in operation Later on two 
more machines are expected.

Philadelphia, December 11.—A tech- 
nicality based on federal rule of prac- 
tice abruptly ended in the United 
States court here today the ‘poisoned 
pen” case in which Miss Harriet De- 
Witt, of Easton, Pa. was accused of 
writing anonymous letters to the Rev. 
Elmer FB. Snyder, pastor of Christ 
Evangelist Lutheran church, his wife 
and some of his neighbors. 

The government ’attempted to have 
admitted in evidence a sample of Miss 
DeWitt’s handwriting, but.Judge Mc- 
Pherson ruled it out on the ground 
that, under the federal rule of prac- 
tice, a test paper cannot be admitted 
as evidence unless it has some other 
bearing ‘on the case other than that of 
a test to show comparison of hand- 
writing. 

The government attorney announced 
that with the exclusion of this test 
paper the case fell, and Judge McPher- 
son directed the jury to return a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 

Miss DeWitt was accused of writing 
letters that, for over a period of ten 
years, cast suspicion on prominent res- 
idents of Easton, and at times threw 
the town inte turmoil. It is charged 
that the letters’ particular target of 
attack was Elmer E. Snyder, pastor of 
Christ Evangelical church as Easton. 
Among others who received defamatory 
notes were young wives and husbands. 
The scandal created at times caused 
uproar throughout the county.

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MANCHESTER TIRED 
OF LAWLESS DEEDS 


Citizens Hold Mass Meeting 
and Call for Enforce- 
ment of Law. 


Manchester, Ga., December 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—A mass meeting was held this 
afternoon -in the Masonic Hall by the 
citizens of Manchester to express in- 
dignation at the many acts of lawless- 
ness that have been perpetrated here 
and in this section of the county. 

There have been several murders and 
two lynchings this year but the last 
crime, was the robbing and peating of 
Will Johnson and Bradley Thornton, 
two Atlanta negroes, and the murder 
of the former, last Thursday night. 
The negroes were held up on the street 
relieved of their money and then car- 
ried to a patch of woods adjacent to 
“Greentowh,’ a negro suburb, where 
they were beaten unmercifully and 
Johnson shot to death. Thornton man- 
aged to escape, when Johnson was shot. 

When Johnson's body was discovered, 
inquiries were made and Thornton was 
located at Bullochville and brought 
back to Manchester to testify before 
the coroner's jury. He at first denied 
knowing the guilty parties but when 
the jury was dismissed he pointed out 
B B. Routon and J. EB. Collier, pro- 
prietors of. a meat market here, who 
served as constable and juror respec- 
tively during the coroner’s investiga- 
tion. as the ones who committed the 
crime. Collier and Routon left but 
were captured.and brought back to 
Manchéster. They were turned over to 
sheriff Jarrell who carried them to 
Greenville to jail. 

A resolution, signed by nearly 100 
citizeng was adopted at this afternoon's 
meeting, calling on the county offi- 
cers to seek out the offenders and to 
revent a recurrence of the acts of 
awlessnegs that have occurred in this 
section of the county.

District Attorney.Has Present- 
ed Over Half of the Gov- 
ernment’s Case. 


Huntsville, Ala., December 11.—Upon 
the return of Judge Grubb from Birm- 
ingham, where he spent Sunday, ,sthe 
trial of John W. Knight on a charge 
of using the mails to defraud customers 
of Knight, Yancey & Co., was resumed 
in the federal district court at 2 o'clock 
today. 

The district attorney is a little more 
than half finished with the presentation 
of the government’s case against 
Knight. He will continue to examine 
clerks connected with New York brok- 
erage and commission houses that did 
business with Knight, Yancey & Co, 
The attorneys for the defense and 
prosecution both have.been busy on the 
case since court took a recess Satur- 
day. 

It is believed the trial will eonsume 
at least four days longer. 

B. FF, Leathen, a public accountant, 
was the chief witness today. He gave 
some of the figures he found in his ex- 
amination of the books of the firm of 
Knight, Yancey & Co. The liabilities, 
he said, amounted to $5,090,173.84 and 
the tangible assets were $1,126,316. 
Iie found 46 wills of lading calling for 
95,550 bales of cotton that were never 
delivered, although the firm had col- 
lected $4,069,326. Witness said the 
books showed that the firm lost nearly 
$3,000,000 on spot cotton in two sea- 
sons. When the firm went into bank- 
ruptey its net insolvency was $3,263,- 
867.

BEING PROBED 


National baseball Commission 
Is Looking for Evidence 


Statement Issued Asking Public 
to Furnish Evidence of Col- 
lusion Between Giant Ofh- 
cials and Scalpers—Orders 


a Ban on Baseball Pools. 


New York, December 11.—The nation- 
al commission issued a statement to- 
night inviting the public to prove it if 
there was collusion between the New 
York National League Baseball Club, 
or any of its officials, and ticket scalp- 
ers in the world’s series last October. 
So far, Chairman August Herrmann said 
the commission has spent $1,500 look- 
ing for evidence and was prepared to 
spend more. It has investigated the 
scandal, he declared, and would con- 
tinue to investigate, but real proof was 
hard to get. . What evidence had al- 
ready been garnered, he did not dis- 
close. 

Another matter discussed was gam- 
bling in baseball pools, upon which the 
members placed a ban. To correct this 
evil, the commission adopted a resolu- 
tion recommending to the National and 
American leagues that they do all in 
their power in their respective circuits 
to end the custom. It also was an- 
nounced that the commission will con- 
sult with “the postoffice authorities 
and the proper federal officials, to se- 
cure their co-operation to that end, it 
having been reported to the commis- 
sion that several newspapers and other 
periodicals carried these pools, making 
it seem a lottery.” 

The commission reported that it had 
referred to President Lynch, of the 
National, and Johnson, of the Ameri- 
can League the request of the Eastern 
and Pacific Coast Leagues and Amert- 
can Association for higher rating. Each 
major league will consider the question 
at its meeting tomorrow. The com- 
mission will receive their reports at its 
annual meeting in Cincinnati January 
3, and dispose of the matter then. 

Incidentally while the commission 
was considering the request, the Fast- 
ern League magnates a few blocks 
away, approved it and voted to change 
its name to the International League.

TO CONTROL COMBINES 


Advocated Before Senate Com- 


mittee by Two Profes- 
sors. of Economics. _ 


Washington, December 1 a 
Bates Clark and J. taWwrenien: Cone 
lin, professors of economics in the 
Columbia University, and the Universi- 
ty of Chicago, respectively, told to 
the senate committee on’ interstate 
commerce today their views of meet- 
ing anti-trust problems. Profegsor — 
Clark suggested a general industrial 
commission with powers similar toe 
those of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. Professor Laughlin contend- 
ed that size and monopoly were no re- 
Straint of trade if they were based on 
natural monopoly, and that publicity 
would show when and where monop- 
Oly is artificial, and consequently, 
when and where to interfere. 

Francis Lynde Stetson, of New York, 
advocated a government commission 
to pass in advance upon the character 
of industrial corporations which 
threaten to monopolize the field in 
which they may be operating. 

Mr. Stetson said he would not advo- 
cate repeal of the anti-trust law. — 

“The Sherman law is enshrined in 
the minds of the people, and there 
would be such distrust of the motives 
of those attempting to repeal or mod- 
ify it that the effort would do’ greater 
harm than good.”

BUYING STOCKS 
MORE CONFIDENTLY 


Better Day on Stock Exchange 
Than for Long Time—The 
News of the Day. 


New York, December 11.—wWal) 
street heard more good news today 
than on any other day for Many 4 
week. The stock market, which has 
been rather heavy of late, responded 
with generous gains. Traders who 
have had comparatively little to g0 
by in the way of happenings which 
affect the market values, today. had 
solid facts on which to base their op- 
erations. The day’s occurrences 
touched the market directly at several 
points, and buying was carried on 
much more confidently. Union Pacific 
Was raised 3 points above Saturday's 
close, United States Steel and several 
others 2 or more points, and virtually 
all tne remaining stocks of promi- 
nence from 1 to 2 points. 

It was assumed that tbe market at 
the outset would reflect the unexpect- 
edly favorable bank statement for last 
November reported by the United 
States Steel Corporation. Opening

Some stocks 
were dej-ressed materially below the 
final prices of last week in a decline 
during the first hour, which was 
ascribed to the readiness of some trad- 
ers to realize on advances and disap- 
pointment at the failure of United 
States Steel and other speculative 
leaders to advance more briskly. Be- 
fore noon the character of the market 
changed again and during the remain- 
der of the session prices were on @ 
higher plane, 

The bank statement and the steel 
figures were supplemented as market 
factors by the announcement of an 
advance in the pfice of copper, sales 
of which were quoted at 13% cents, 
the .highest of the movement. The 
Euroopean demand was reported as 
especially heavy. 

Of greater importance as market 
factors was the announcement that 
United States Steel had raised its price 
for wire and nails. Advances in prices 
of other steel products were talked of 
as not improbable, on account of the 
heavier volume of new orders. Since 
December the Steel Corporation's in- 
coming business has increased fur- 
ther, being estimated today at 45,000 
tons daily, which would place it at 
the largest figure in more than a 
year.

bales, is the department of agriculture ® 
official estimate of the countrys total 

roduction this year. This is greater 

y 1,477,000 baleg than the record crop 
of 1904. 

Officials of the department -of agri- 
culture were not surprised at the size 
of the crop, as condition figures 
throughout the growing season indi- 
cated that the production would be 


large. 

Seosy state in the cotton belt, ex- 
cept Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas 
and Oklahoma, established new records 
for production. 

The total production of cotton in the 
United States for the season of 1911- 
12 will amount to 7,121,713,000 pounds 
(not including linters), or 14,885,000 
bales of 500 pounds, gross weight, ac- 
cording to the first official estimate of 
the size of the crop issued at 2 p. m. 
today, by the crop repotting board of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture and made up from reports of 
the correspondents and agents of the 
bureaw of statistics throughout the cot- 
ton Lelt. 

Heretofore the record cotton crop 
Was that of the year 1904, when 13,- 
428,012 bales exclusive of linters, were 
rown. Other large crops were those of 
906, which was 13,273,809 bales, and 
1908, when 13,241,799 bales were grown. 
Ir point of value, however, the crop of 
1919, which was 11,608,616 bales, exclu- 
sive of linters, was the record one, the 
fiber being valued at $802,320,000 and 
-the cotton seed at $142,860,000, a total 
of $963,180,000 as the aggregate value 
of the cotton crop of that year. 

Conditions early in the growing sea- 
son this year led to the belief that the 
crop would be one of record propor- 
tions. First estimates of the yield, 
based on the condition figures, placed 
the probabl® production well toward 
the figures of the biggest crops hereto- 
fore grown The acreage on. which 
cotton was planted this season was es- 
timated by the department of agricul- 
ture to be 35,000,000 acres, a greater 
area than ever before planted to cotton 
in this country. This vast area exclud- 
ed the previous record of acreage by 
more than 2,500,000 acres, there havjng 
been planted 32,444,000 acres in 1908, 
and 32,403,000 acres last year. In the 
record production year of 1904 only 
30,053,739 acres were planted. 

Scorching hot and excessively dry 
weather during the middle of the sum- 
mer caused considerable damage to 
cotton jn many parts of the cotton belt. 
Later in the season weather conditions 
were distinctively favorable in most 
parts of the belt and the crop improv- 
ed. The hot weather and drouth, how- 
ever, were responsible for a smaller 


yield this year than experts early in the 


season predicted as a result of the rec- 
ord acreage and splendid growing -on- 
ditions then prevailing. One result of 
the hot weather was that the crop 
matured about two weeks earlier than 
usual.

Too Late-Now to Squeeze it Out, 
Says Securities Commission, 


Declares It Is Practically Im- 
possible to Place Issues of 
Securities Under Federal 
Control — Publicity Favored 
as Cure for Stock Watering. 


Washington, December 11.—The rail- 
road securities commission, headed by 
President Arthur T. Hadley, of Yale, 
has reported that it would be practi- 
cally impossible at this time to place 
issues of railroad securities under fed- 
eral controL The commission recom- 
mends that enforced publicity for all 


weapon against stock watering which 
the government has at its command. 

A distinguished group of investigat- 
ors was named by President Taft to 
with Professor Hadley. 
They were Frederick H. Judson, of St. 
Louis; Frederick Strauss, of New York; 
Walter L. Fisher, secretary of the in- 
terior, and Balthasar H. Meyer, a mem- 
ber of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 

The commission was created in 1910, 
when the senate refused to accept a 
house amendment to the pending rail- 
road bill, providing that all future is- 
sue of stocks railroad securities be 
placed under the control of the inter- 
state commerce commission. Many of 
the senate democrats opposed it as an 
invasion of states’ rights. President 
Taft at the time told republican lead- 
ers the party was committed to such 
a measure, but when it appeared im- 
possible to pass it, the president agreed 
to have the clause eliminated, with the 
understanding that a commission to 
study the subject woujd be allowed. 
This was done and the commission be- 
gan work in the autumn of 1910. Pub- 
lic hearings were held and Chafrman 
Hadley studied the problem abroad, 

The commission's report is distinctly 
adverse to the legislation proposed in 
the railroad Dill.

A Day of Gloom. 

A day moré@ gloomy or more in 
Keeping with the feelings of the sur- 
viving inhabitants of this’. stricken 
village would be difficult to imagine. 
A cold rain began falling just before 
daybreak and continued until late in 
the afternoon, converting the roads 
which eomprise the streets of Brice- 
ville into mud puddles. From the little 
shacks in which the miners live came 
wailing sounds from women and chil- 
dren, thereby adding te the general 
gloom. For the most part, the women 
remained in their homes, but a few of 
them parade their grief through the 
village and stood in the rain outside 
the mine entrance, waiting for their 
dead to be brought forth. 

The rescue work has gone relentless- 
ly on since the explosion occurred 
early Saturday morning. Dr. J. A. 
Halmes, head of the United States bu- 
reau of mines, took personal charge for 
the government today, and directed his 
men into the unexplored recesses. 
Wearing oxygen helmets; they were 
able to penetrate to corners in which 
the miners themselves dared not ven- 
ture for fear of the dread after-damp. 


New Graveyard Established. 


President Taft in transmitting the 
report to congress today, declared that 
he heartily concurred in the recom- 
mendations. 

Conclusions of Commission. 

The commission's principal conclu- 
sions are: 

That any attempt by congress to 
adopt the policy of federal regulation 
to the exclusion of state regulation 
would be premature. 

That for the present, state authori- 
ties should make a concerted effort to 
harmonize existing requirements. 

That congress should prepare for 
the future by giving consideration to a 
fedéral incorporation act which would 
permit interstate railroads to exchange 
their state charters for national ones. 

The commission takes the ground 
that constitutional questions involving 
the scope and extent of federal author- 
ity are unsettled and will remain so for 
some time, and that while such a con- 
dition exists, to superimpose federal 
regulation upon state regulation would 
add to the conflicts and complexities, 
which in the public interest should 
rather be diminished than increased. 

“Unless the constitutional power of 
congress to regulate securities of inter- 
state railroads is definitely establishe:l 
as being exclusive of state control, 
either the federal government and the 
states will come to 4 general under- 
standing as to the principles to be 
adopted in the control of security issues, 
or the railroad systems will be given 
the opportunity to exchange their state 
charters for federal ones,” says the 
report, 

“Until such exclusive jurisdiction can 
be established, the creation of a sep- 
arate administrative body subjecting 
the railroads to a new system of con- 
current supervision, in addition to the 
many old ones which now exist does 
net seem just, expedient or econom- 
ical.” 

Cemplete Publicity Favored. 

For the present, the commission rec- 
ommends that complete publicity be 
required to surround all issues of se- 
curitieSs and that any interstate rail- 
road issuing stocks and bonds be re- 
quired to furnish to the interstate com- 
merce commission a full statement of 
the details of the issue, the purposes 
for which the proceeds are to be used, 
and an accounting for the expenditures 
of such proceeds. 

“Accurate knowledge of the facts sur- 
rounding the issue of securities, and 
the expenditure of the proceeds is the 
of most importance,” the commission 
says. “It is the one thing upon which 
the federal government can effectively 
insist today; it is the fundamental 
thing which must serve as a basis for 
whatever regulation may be desirable 
in the future. 

“If full publicity be given we shall 
also lessen the fraudulent creation of 
debt. It is the degree of publicity 


[rather than the stringency of the law 


which gives to the people any real 
protection. A _ stringent law inade- 
quately enforced and secretly evaded 
is the worst thing that can be possibly 
offered to the public, because it gives 
color to claims which have no founda- 
tion and fact.’’ 

Impossible to Scale Down Securities. 


In determining the physical value 
of railroads in relation to their ‘se- 
curities now outstanding, the commis- 
sion puts aside as entirely out of the 
question any attempt to scale down 
outstanding securities, on the ground 
that constitutional difficulties, public 
expediency and confidence in American 
railroad. investments would forbid it. 

The commission feels that railroad 
development has gone so far and such 
a volume of securities has already 
been issued that the only questions of 
real importance are whether it is de- 
sirable for the federal government to 
regulate the issue of future securities, 
and. if so, to what extent and in what 
manner. The complex relations be- 
tween securities 
has made it impossible to treat the 
question of future regulation as 
might have been treated if those se- 
curities were not already in existence. 

In cases where it is found that the 
issued securities exceed the physical 
valuation, the tommission is not 
favor of forbidding further issue unti! 
the deficiency is made up, because the 
principle if generally applied might 
prevent railroads from securing capi- 
tal necessary for the service of a com- 
munity. 

Yhysical Valuations. 


By empowering the interstate com- 
merce commission to enforce publicity 
and to make physical valuations, the 
commission believes there will be no 
necessity for a law to require approval 
in advance for issues of securities. 
Advance authorization, the commissior 
holds, would tend to create on the part 
cf the investing public, an impression 
of a guaranty or official recognition of 
values which no administrative au- 
thority cculd safely give. e commis- 
sioners do not believe that the cost of 
reproducing rai'’road properties, how- 
éver carefully computed, is the sole 
element te be considered in determin-

A new graveyard was established 
today at Laurel Branch, near here, to 
take care of the Cross Mountain dead. 
The graves are being dug in a circle, 
the plan being to eventually erect a 
monument in the center in memory of 
the explosion victims. Volunteers 
were called for today to perform the 
Sexton’s task and twelve responded. 
All afternoon they could be seen ply- 
ing pick and shovel on the mountain- 
side under an improvised shelter to 
protect them from the rain. 

There was not enough work for the 
undertakers’ corps to do, and, clad in 
oil cloth aprons, they presented 
Eruesome sight as they stood about 
the mine waiting for bodies to be 
brought forth. 

The coal company is supplying the 
immediate needs of the stricken fam- 
jlies, but later there will be need of 
funds to care for the widows and 
orphans. Indications are that there 
will be more than fifty of the former 
and about 160 of the latter. A Knox- 
ville baker distributed 600 loaves of 
bread among the families today, and 
there was no shortage of food. 

Joe Logan at Work. 


This morning J. C. Logan, of the 
Red Cross, with headquarters in At- 
lanta, began plans for the organiza- 
tion of a local Red Cross camp to re- 
lieve suffering. It is now estimated 
that there are 66 widows and 184 or- 
phans as a result of the explosion, and 
later recoveries of bodies may inorease 
these figures. 

The lives of the men in the mine are 
estimated to have been worth $1,500,- 
000, provided not more than 100 were 
killed.’ These figures are supplied by 
an insurance actuary. The average 
age of the miner is estimated at 30 
years, and at that age a man’s life is 
valued at $15,000 in earning power, 
says the authority. 

Gevernor Hooper Asks for Aid. 

Nashville, Tenn., December 11.—This 
afternoon Governor B. W. Hooper is- 
sued an appeal for aid for the suf- 
ferers in the Briceville mine explosion.

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Fate of a 12-Year-Old Lion 


Tamer. 

(Owen R. Lovejoy in The Survey.) 

A child—-only a few years out of 
babyhood—is dead because the child la- 
bor law of the state where she was 
performing in a traveling circus wher® 
she was killed is criminally weak and 
inadequate, 

Martha Frazier died last month in 
Utica, Miss. She was employed, we 
understand, by her own parents as a 
lion tamer. She was 12 years of age, 
and had attained some distinction in 
her ability to put lions and other wild 
animals through their interesting ex- 
hibition. On Saturday, October 21, as 
the performance was closing, she at- 
tempted to make the largest male lion 
roll on his back and put his feet to- 
wether. She gave the signal, but the 
lion did not respond. She prodded 
him with a stick, whereupon the beast 
sprang directly upon her, and tore her 
body until he was shot dead. Pleading 
that she might return to her work 
“before the othen lions get bad,” she 
was taken to the sanitarium at Jack- 
son, Miss., where she died the fgllow- 


ing day. 

The little girl loved her work. The 
very danger appealed to her childish 
mind. But the stain of murder can- 
not be effaced from the seal of Mis- 
sissippi except by speed and compre- 
hensive legislation which shall close 
the doors of such “industrial opportu- 
nity” against these little ones. 

In the case of Martha Frazier, the 
stain of blood reaches farther than the 
bound of Mississippi. For the home of 
Martha Frazier was in Pennsylvania. 
It was only by chance that her blood 
was spilled in Mississippi and not in 
her native state, for there also work 
on the vaudeville stage, or in a me- 
nagerie, er in a large number of other 
occupations with the consent of the 
parents is beyond the scepe of the 
child labor law. The little body of 
Martha Frazier might have been 
thrown to the lions in Pennsylvania 
as well as Mississippi, without the 
violation of any law.

Opposition to Taft in South. 

Friends of President Taft entered 
upon the work of the day preliminary 
to the meeting tomorrow thoroughiy 
confident that there would be no oppo- 
sition to N&w. It was not until after- 
noon that they learned that the pro- 
gram arranged on Sunday was giving 
dissatisfaction. Strangely enough, the 
opposition came from members from 
the southern states, the section over 
which the administration was sup- 
posed to be in undisputed control.

A motion was adopted au- 
thorizing General Powell Clayton, of 
Arkansas, who acted as chairman, to 
name a committee of five to devise the 
method and provide the sinews to fight 
any movement made to curtail the 
southern delegations. At theseconfer- 
ence, also, E. C. Duncan, the member 
from North Carolina, was indorsed for 
membership of the executive commit- 
tee. 
Southern Republicans Bitter. 

After this formal! business had been 
transacted, several members made im- 
passionéed speeches advocating opposi- 
tion to preferment for any position of 
power of a man who had been a mem- 
ber of a state delegation that had 
voted solidly in the convention of 1908 
to reduce the representation of the 
southern states. It was recognized that 
Colonel New was meant by this charac- 
terization, although after the meeting 
several members blandly reported that 
New's name had not been mentioned 
at the conference, which probably was 
true. 

No vote was taken in the southern 
conference, but soon after adjournment 
it began to be whispered about that 
Colonel New would be opposed by a 
large number of committeemen who 
had hitherto been counted for any man 
favored by the white house.
